“Trade in boots and shoos, dry goods and
hardware is guite antisfactory, considering
the senson, and In haraware ol the houses
are pressed with orders and prices appreoi-
aoly improved,

“Laguor denlers and brewers find tho week
only slightly fmproved, the consurnption not
belngs as  Inrgo locnlly ns was expected, in
view of the extreme heot

ensy, Several report no change while two
or three note un Aniproved demand with pros-
pects for more activity <by September, when
the movewent of crops becomes genernl aud
stock Is purchased for winter feedine, One
bank reports o lown of 40,000 nt 6 por cent
nid states thut more paper of the same kind
would be cheerfully talion,  Another lurgo
bank notes n reduction of £100,000 in deposits
amince July 12 and a corresponding incréase
in lonns and discounts.  Generally, however,
the banks ave casth on hund eéqual vo 50 per

Trogram for the Cavalry npetition With
Carbine and Revolver<Corpornl Bavids
son's Method of Making Phenomes
unl Scores~Hange Notes,

People living in the vicinity of the Relle-
vue rifle range will in all probability take to
their eyelone cellars for a couple of days
next woek, The Omaha CGuards will bo
turned locse on the rango Tuesday morning
and animate naturs inhabiting the land on at
loast three sides of tho eange will be in groat
peril during the tastlade, which will continue
the greater part of tho day.

All arrangements have bean compicted by
Colonel Benham to give the Omahn Guards a
day of known distance and skirmish firing
on the government rifle range. Captain
Caolldge, commanding ofMeer of the cump,
will have tull eharge of the day's shooting
and the gourds will  be governed Ly the
somo rolos and rogulntions as Lthosoe under
which the regular army miorksmon ara gov-
erned, In sase the day 1s plensant it is alto-
gother probable that s large number of
Omaha peopla will visit thoe range on Tuesdny
to see the guards shoot, Theknown distance
firing will tuke plave in the forenoon and the
skirmish tiring i the aflternoon,

Sognking  of the remarkable  record
made by Corporal . N, Davidson of tho
Sixteonth intoutey Colonsl Bonbham sad:
“Ldon't believe I have over sacn a marks-
min Who oin come na near shooting whers
ho wants to as Uorporsl Davidson,  He puts
thought into his work, 1| noliced that he
usunlly tired but ene skot at the longast
riunge wnd as he appronched thoe silhouetied,
ond parddculnely when he reached the last

bolting  pince, about 200  yards  Irom
the targets, hLe fired with remark-
nble® rapidity, Onee  or twice 1 snw

him fire three shots at locg range and [
ashed him why ho did that instead of only
iving once ns usual,  He replied that he md
not see where his fAest shot struek tho bank
boyond the silhouette and ho fired a wecond
nnid third time to find out how ho was aim-
fng, lu this way ho keeps o close wateh
over his nerves and tken when he gots ab
close range he pours the shot 1to the targel
In w mannor resembling a gattlineg gua,™

1n converantion with n Bee reporter Cor-
poral Dayidson sald tho otlier day that he
usually Hred thirty-two shots out of tho forty
at thoe recumbent flgure because a hit on that
flgure counted five, wherens a hit on the
kneeling tigure counted 4 and on the stand-
ing tguro only 8, Davidson hit the reécum-
pont Hgure 25 thmes out of 32 shots in three
succossive runs, Ho lins w peoullnr way of
bolding the gun which has given nim the
nick-nama “*Gunsling’ Davidson.

Most of the marksmen throw themselves
on their backs with there feet toward the
target in # supine position, throwing oue foot
through the strap or pun show letting it
come ticht around the lew just below the
koee.

He §s remark-
sbly quick of movement and s usunlly tho
first mwan 1o shoot after muking o halt ot
short range. He iz a wiry, rawboned mav of
medium height with eves like an eagle's, To
bis good eyesight, stendy nerve, dexterity of
movement nnd natural genius for shooling is
due his supremacy 68 & marksman,

Commissioners Conslduring Plaos Tor Using
the Funds at Thelr Disposil,

The question of how to alspose of the pro-
ceeds of the £160,00 of rosd improvement
bonds voled at the late election Is agltating
the members of the Hodrd of County Com-
missloners. They waut to expend the money
this senson, but just now tho guestion sooms
1o be what roads should boe lmproved and
what material should bo used.

‘Theras are four roads that are prominont
candidates for a share of the monay. Tonsa
thorousbhifures are South Thirtesath streot
o Lhe vew fort ot Bolievue;, Dodge
streev, from the cliy Hmits  woest;
Milltary avenue and sonie road leaaing Lo tho
portn.  Whethor tn divide the money be-
twooen Ltho four roads, or expend it all upon
ous I8 sometbing that the commissioners
pave not fully considerad at this time,

Itin prewty woll settiod thut tho roanoway
willnot excesd sixteon foot in widbtn, with n
|rm-slblm1r tuut it may be reduved to twelve

eol.

T'ne most serious question, howevoer, that
confronts the commissioners s whut material
witl bo usod.  All of the commissionors ad-
mit that brick is the material, out it Is ex
pensive aud s sixtecu foot roadwaey will cost
from $MK0 to FWK  per mile. Al
those prices, if the 150,000 was all expenden
upon oue road, it would muke only s swmall
sbowing. Tois fact bos lod the cominls.
slopurs 10 conwmplute s cheapor material,

than £ to $7 par 1,000 deliverod on the

For some time he
hins mnado [ study of couniry
ronis, nnd now figures that 1
rosdway twolve feet wide can oo lald with
smeltor slag for not to oxceed 4,000 por mile
His iden is to grado cut the bed aad patis
twu to four inches of the coarse crushings,
roll this thoroughly ana then put on from
two Lo four Inches more of tho finor orush.
ings. The crown shonld be higher than the
sides, and after the whole is thoroughly
tampea aud rolled, It will make u roadved
that will shed water, and ns far ns  woar 1
concerned will ba aqual 1o a granite pave

Dotective Vaunghn Makes an Eleventh ous

Dotective Vaughn appearcd at the morgue
und domanded of Coroner Moul that an in-
quost and post mortem bo held uponthe body
of the girl,  Mr. Magl looked avtne sieuth o
niotient nnd asked what relution ho was to
the dead givl nnd explained at the same tima
that oinly near relatives or paronts could pro-
perly demand what hued been uskod for. Then
the deteotive threw open the lnpel of s
summer coat and exhibited a metropolitan
!mlh-n star, and repeated his demiand for an
nuquast or post mortem.

Tho coroner tried to tell the dewective that
threo reputable physicians besides himself
hud thoronenly investigatod the watter nnd
all, wero soatistiod that the woman died a
nutural death aod from the ouuse given in
the physician's cortificato. Consequontly the
coroner declined to put the county to the ex-
pensu of an inguest and post mortem,

Still Vaughn hupg sround the morgue
whore the friends of the poor girl were pre-
paring for her funeral st 2 o'clock, nnd teled
1o instill into thoir minds tho thoory of foul
play. This kind of talk didu't have muoh
effoct, bowaver, and finally the sleuth lefs
and went up toconsult with County Attorney
Mahouney to seo if thers wuso't some way to
compel the coroner to geant his roguest.
